The Roll Call in Armenia. 


FURTHER formation 1s to hand concerning the 
massacres in Armenia. 

It is probable that the full story of the Cilician 
massacres of 1909 will never be written on earth. 
Thousands of Armenian Christians have been 
slam “for the Word of God, and for the testimony 
which they held” ; churches have been ruthlessly 
destroyed, their pastors slair., the work of desolation 
and destruction of life rivalling the outbreaks of 


calamity constitutes a call to the Church 
universal, and it is pleasing to add that the call 
has, so far, been responded to liberally. In Con- 
stantinople an International Relief Committee has 
been formed, H.M. the Sultan of Turkey having 
shown his interest in the work of relief bya con- 
tribution of 4 T 500. 

In Great Britain the Evangelical Alliance, the 
Friends of Armenia, and the Bible Lands’ Missions 
Aid Society are ining every effort to awaken 
sympathy and secure relief funds. America and 
other countries are also nobly contributing. 

Beyond this, it is reassuring to learn that the 
new Government is apparently taking steps to 
punish the chief actors in the massacres. The 
Governor of Adana has been exiled, courts- martial 
are taking place, and there is reason to hope 
that as a result of existing enquiries confidence 
restored. 

roll of the dead includesa large number of able 
tors, preachers, and teachers ; their churches 
ave been burned ; the destruction of life and 
property being beyond comprehension. At Adana 
the beautiful brick church, holding 1,000 people, 
has been destroyed. Zuarsus is in the same state.

here that twenty-one native pastors on their way 


to the annual meeting at Adana were caught and 
cruelly massacred, among them Pastor Nazaret 
Heghinian.

THE secular press has done great service of late in 
calling attention to, the. dawp of & new era in 


Western Asia. Turkey 2nd Arabia have come to 


the front. Arabia, which was- designated by the 


’ great geographer Ritter as being at the antipodes 


of progress, and characterized as the anti-industrial 
centre of the world by this scholar, is now of 
strategic importance, not only because of Islan, 
but because of railroad building in the Nearer 
East. The/one thousand miles of railway built 
through the deserts of Arabia, not for dividends or 
commerce, but for pilgrim traffic all the way from 
Damascus to the Holy City, is one of the greatest 
engineering feats of modern times. 

he Hedjaz railway is already completed as far 


as Medina, and is being rapidly extended to 


Mecca, the capital, not only of Arabia, but of 
Islam. In September last the special correspon- 
dent of the London 7iaes reported the impressive 
ceremonies which were held at Medina to celebrate 
the opening of the railway to the Holy City. 

“ After performing early morning prayers at the 
Prophet's Tomb, the Imperial Mission wended its 
way to the station outside the town, and there 
before sunrise found assembled a dense crowd of 
Mussulmans from all quarters of the globe. Ficld- 
Marshal Miazim Pasha made a short speech, in 
which he declared himself extremely satisfied with 
the work of all who had been engaged in the mak- 
ing of the railway. Other notables followed him, 
and a striking speech was delivered by an 
Egyptian, Ali Kiamil, who, amid enthasiastic 
cheers, expressed his rejoicing that the 
had not permitted the railway to reach the Holy 
City before the Khalf had granted a Constitution 
to the people. Djevad Pasha conveyed to the

MESSAGES FROM THE EPISTLE TO THE 
HEBREWS. By Hanpiey C. G. MOULE, 
D.D., Bishop of Durham.

This portly volume comprises fifteen lectures 
delivered in Norwich Cathedral by as many of the 
most eminent teachers known in the Church of 
to-day. Dean Lefroy, in a preface of great 
suggestiveness and interest, says of the book, 
“ Whoever desires to have an intelligent idea of 
such men as Ignatius, Polycarp, Justin Martyr, 
Tertullian, Irenzeus, Origen, Cyprian, Chrysostom, 
and others, will find all he needs in the lecture 
which treats of each.”
